H. B. Hersey, in charge of the United States weather 


bureau, credits Covina for the storm with the greatest rain- 
fall in Southern California, outside of the mountain areas. 
He announces that the rain of Wednesday added to the two 
previous days, shattered all records for April in Los An- 
geles county since the weather bureau was established 48 
years ago. The nearest approach to it was in April, 1880, 
when the total for the month was 5.02 inches. 


The flood that has been roaring out of the San Gabriel 


canyon has been the greatest since the floods of 1914 and 
1916. The volume of water was estimated at from 15,000 
to 20,000 second feet. The big brush fire of two years 
ago, burning off the watershed, -can be held responsible 
for the high speed of the water runoff. No damage was re- 
ported to the San Dimas or Live Oak dams.

BRIDGES AND SMUDGE POTS 


WASHED AWAY BY TORRENT 


ALONG THE WALNUT WASH 


Following torrential rains, unprecedented for this season 


of the year, a dam in the Puddingstone canyon, recently con- 
structed by the county flood control department, broke at 6 
o'clock on Tuesday morning, pouring 350 ac-re feet of water 
into the Walnut wash, destroying county and private bi'idges 
and damaging orchards property. 


The clam, a temporary structure.4 
• 


was built to conserve the run-off 
waters for use in the construction 
of the permanent flood control dam. 
An earth-filled structure, with rui up- 
stream cement face, was built with- 
out release gates and this omission 
is believed to have boon the cause of 
the unfortunate break. 


County employes at the camp near 


the dam stated that the water com- 
menced to pour over the top of the 
dam shortly after 4 o'clock on Tues- 
day morning and at 0 o'clock the 
face of the dam. weakened by the 
continuous erosion, went out. Rush- 
ing down the canyon, in a solid wall, 
the water first carried out a bridge 
at the Featlierstone quarries, then 
followed with the county bridge on 
the Pomona hill ror.d. The timbers 
of these bridges were carried down 
^trerun. smashing the concrete ap- 
proaches to the new cement bridge 


aud the waters spread out over the 
rich citrus and walnut groves bor- 
dering the wash, sweeping away 
thousands of dollars of smudge pots 
and littering the groves with count- 


I less tons of debris and silt.

greatest damage was done on the 
Henry, Houser, Unruh, Walker and 
Overholtzer ranches, and even the 
proves to the west of Citrus avenue, 
bordering the wash, suffered consid- 
erable loss.

He was employed in various capaci- 
ties, as reporter, editorial and fea- 
ture writer on several papers of that 
city. He is perhaps best known as a 
reporter of national conventions, and 
wrote the story of the nomination 
of Roosevelt, Taft, Harding, who 
were elected, and of Parker, who was 
defeated. He was for some time ed- 
itor and manager of the Humboldt 
Times of Eureka; later an editorial 
writer on Los Angeles papers. Pre- 
vious to joining the forces of the 
Edison company he was engaged in 
tax research 
work and was well 


known as a writer on these and other 
economic subjects.

Causes Damage 


(Continued from, first page) 


Not since the great rain of 1916 
have the citizens witnessed such a 
run-off. Scores of automobiles were 
stalled by the water at the various 
street intersections and tow cars 
were kept busy for several hours. 
Citrus avenue carried the greatest 
volume of water, and at times it v/as 
feared that tho flood would slop 
over the sidewalks and run into the 
stores. 
Since the storm the street 


department has had a force of men 
removing the sand and mud from the 
main streets. Yesterday 
the 
lire 


hose was used in washing Citrus 
avenue. 


The damage in the Covina district 


from the storm is, however, small 
compared to the lasting benefits 
which will result to the ranchers 
from this copious rain. For the first 
time in several years the citrus and 
walnut groves have received a thor- 
ough soaking, which, particularly to 
the citrus growers, promises a boun- 
tiful crop for the coming year. Hay 
and grain farmers are also .-jubilant, 
as the prospects are now bright for 
heavy yields. Above all, the deplet- 
ed water levels have been replenish- 
ed and irrigators -will now have no 
fear of a shortage. 


The great run-off of the past week 


again brings forcibly to the" atten- 
tion of the water users the stupen- 
dous loss they are suffering each 
year through the dilatory tactics of 
the Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol department.* Had the dam in the 
Dtdtoii canyon been built, and there 
has been plenty of time to do it 
since the 
voting of 
the 
bonds, 


enough water could have been con- 
served during the present storm to 
have irrigated hundreds of acres of 
the citrus groves of Glendora. These 
copious rains come only in a cycle 
of years and the ranchers can ill 
afford to lose the greater portion of 
the water through tardy methods in 
carrying out the great flood control 
program authorized by the taxpay- 
ers. 


Damage losses in the valley and 


low lands throughout the county 
have been largely minimized by. the 
excellent 
channel 
training 
work 


done on the rivers and washes, un- 
der the supervision of the flood con- 
trol department of the county, dur- 
ing the past seven years.
